W ednesday afternoon, about a quarter 
to 2 o’clock, a tire was discovered in the 
public gramm ar school at Vallejo. 
The 
school was in session and the teachers 
were conducting the usual exercises, when 
smoke was seen issuing from the cracka 
in the floor in one of the Pchool-roomB, 
and which was in charge of Mias Tobin. 
This teacher, w ith admirable presence of 
mind, directed her acholara to take their 
books and go quietly down staira. 
The 
teachera of the other rooms, who were at 
once notified by the Principal, Mr, Bab­ 
cock, followed this excellent example. The 
scholars, boy| and girls, some four hun­ 
dred in number, and ranging in age from 
ten to eighteen years, w ent out quickly, in 
double-file and in the moat orderly m an­ 
ner. 
If they had been constantly drilled 
for this express purpose, they could not 
have done better. 
G reat credit is due the 
eighteen teachers, five of whom are ladies, 
for their calmness and good management. 
Each remained until the last scholar left 
their respective rooms. 
The school-house 
has nine large class-rooms, and is a well- 
constructed building. 
I t has a stone base­ 
m ent, the upper portions being of wood. Ita 
original coat was £15,000. 
O ther expendi­ 
tures have since been made upon it. 
The 
fire originated in the cellar among a lot of 
laths and rubbish. 
I t ran up an unused 
heater or fiae to the upper floors. 
How it 
originated has not yet been ascertained. I t 
is supposed th at it was from lighted cigar­ 
ettes throw n away by some of the boya. 
There was great excitem ent throughout 
the town when it was known the school- 
house was cn fire. 
M others anxiously 
hastened to the scene, and there was a 
general expression of thankfulness when it 
was found th at the children were all safe. 
It was thought at first, when the smoke 
was seen pouring out from all sides of the 
building, th a t it would be impossible to 
save it. 
Tho Vallejo Fire D epartm ent, 
though at first they had some difficulty 
in obtaining w*ater, soon m astered the fire. 
The loss is estim ated at $500 to £S00. The 
following insurance íb on the school build­ 
ing : $2,500 in the Home and Phoenix* 
$2.500 in the Etna, $2,500 in the Liverpool 
and London and Globe, and $4,500 in the 
Continental.

of the niggard about Sacramento in this 
m atter. 
The enviable position we have attained in 
this respect has made this city a point of 
especial attraction.

w ith the per cent, penalty in addition, and 
to bear, besideB, all the burden of the late 
litigation, including attorneys’ fees, and to 
pay all taxeB due countieB and cities, etc., in 
full. 
The resistance of the corporations 
haB been made because of the inequality of 
the assessments. 
A decision in favor of 
the corporations has been rendered by a 
U nited States Court, and it wonld seem 
reasonable to look for an affirmation of 
th at decision by the C ourt of last resort. 
I t becomes, then, a question purely of 
business policy w hether the S tate shall 
secure 
her 
ju st 
dues 
or 
lose 
all 
in 
the 
effort 
to 
grasp 
too 
much. 
I t is asked why the corporations should 
offer to compromise if they expect confir­ 
m ation of the decision of the Court below. 
If we recall the history of all this tax 
trouble correctly the corporations have at 
no tim e refused to pay ju st taxes. 
They 
have resisted a system which they claim íb 
not only illegal but unjust. 
W e remember 
th at over and again their advocates have 
stood up in and out of Court and offered 
to waive all questions at issue and pay a 
fair tax. 
In fact we do not recall a single 
case where this offer has not been kept 
constantly to the front. 
W e intend to 
treat this m atter presently in detail, and 
make an exhibit of the whole history of 
railroad assessments, and show the reason­ 
ableness of the offers to compromise.

THE 
ELECTIONS. 


The gratifying election news published 
yesterday is confirmed. 
I t is certain th at 
the Republican party has won New Y ork ; 
the D em ocratic m ajority of 190,000 has 
been dissipated. 
Connecticut and Massa­ 
chusetts have declared for the party of 
progress and intelligence. 
Pennsylvania 
has not been lost to the party, and only 
those Skates have adhered to the Democ­ 
racy which were not expected to do other­ 
wise. 
The defeat of Mahoneism will result 
in benefit to the Republican party, and 
break up a dangerous and disreputable co­ 
alition. 
The lessons of the election are 
m any, and full of the teachings of wisdom. 
W e may cot now dwell upon them in de­ 
tail, bu t refer only to the one central tru th 
th at has been emphasized—the independ­ 
ent voter is becoming more and more a 
vital factor in American politics. Subservi­ 
ency to party is lessening, the domination 
of “ m anagers” and “ bosses” is less feared. 
The independent voter, who is nearly al­ 
ways a Republican—for Republicanism is 
the synonym, or should be, of independ­ 
ence and political intelligence and progress­ 
ive ideas—has again shown how fearlessly 
he can rebuke a party, and then return to 
it when the object of his castigation has 
been sufficiently punished. 
In the defect 
of B utler the independent voter has made 
m anifest hiB abhorrence of the simply self­ 
ish, ambitious and unscrupulous politician. 
In the South, it would appear th at the old 
policy of intim idation has b en inaugura­ 
ted. 
W ith present light we may judge 
harshly, but the evidences at hand indicate 
th at the negro vote was coerced, and in a 
way th at makes it very difficult of ex­ 
posure. 


SHORT-SIGHTED 
POLICY. 


The Greeley (Col.) Tribune announces 
th at the corporators forming the United 
States Railway Company, which as yet 
exists only on paper, are of an old cor­ 
poration related to the California Central 
and San Francisco and Ocean Shore R jilroad, 
but th at, owing to the great dissatisfaction 
cieated by the heavy taxation imposed by 
California, they have moved their organ­ 
ization into the State of Colorado, where 
the taxable basis is not made of the 
bonded indebtedness and the gross earn­ 
ings, but is obtained by a more liberal 
poliey. 
Ia other words, Colorado bids 
against us because of our unreasonable­ 
ness. 
This is not a new m atter. 
The 
ultra antagonistic sentim ents of California 
relative to railroad corporations is every­ 
where known. 
I t would be strange, in­ 
deed, if it did not repulse capital and en­ 
terprise, 
So far as the stam ina and bot­ 
tom of the U nited States Central is con­ 
cerned, we have nothing to say at present.

B ut, so far as the imm ediate question 
is concerned, it s.rves a s a good illustra­ 
tion of the impolicy of a system th at is 
driving capital from onr doors and es­ 
tranging enterprises th a t otheiw ise would 
have their home in our m idst.

K a n s a s C it y , November 8th.—A fearful tragedy 
was enacted to-day a» the farm house of H. Clay 
McGee, ten miles south of this citv. 
His children, 
returning home from school, this afternoon, found 
the lifeless bodies of their father, mother and elder 
sister lying upon the Hoor. 
McGee evidently had 
killed his wife, shooting her in the breast with a 
thotgun, shot his daughter in the back, and then 
completed the horror by going to an upper room 
and swallowing a dose of morphine. The nouse be­ 
ing isolated the neighbors were not aroused, and the 
bodies consequently lay until discovered by the 
children late in the da}. The immediate cause for 
the deed is not known. 
McGee is described as a 
man of violent temper, amounting to almost frenzj* 
at times. 
He was a prosperous farmer, having 
come into the vicinity several years ago from Ken­ 
tucky, where it is said he onte killed a man. 
There 
were six children, some of them married. Mary, 
the murdered daughter, was 20 years of age. 
An­ 
other daughter, the wife of Sands Hopkins, a mem­ 
ber of an old family here, was accidentally shot and 
killed by her husband some months ago. McGee 
was 45 or 50 years of age. 
McGee has for some time borne an unsavory repu- 
taticn among his neighbors, on account of the 
harsh treatm ent of his family, and the tragedy to­ 
day is supposed to be the result of domestic dis­ 
cord of long standing.

A Bold R obbery.—On Wednesday even­ 
ing, about 10 o’clock, as an old gentleman by 
the Dame of Fairweather was returning to 
his home, he was stopped by a footpad on 
Twelfth street, between E au<J F, about half 
way between Zimmerman's store and the 
alley. The robber—a large man, with his 
face concealed by a mask—caught him by the 
collar, and demanded his watch and money.

At this the robber pushed a cocked 
pistol into Foirweather’s face, remarking he 
was not fooling, but attending strictly to 
business. He then ordered Fairweather to 
Btand still and make no noise, under pain of 
instant death. The thief then searched the 
pockets of his victim, taking therefrom a 
purse containing SI 20. He then ordered 
Fairweather to move eu quickly. The latter 
asked for a kry that was in the pnrse, re­ 
marking : “ That will do you no good.” The 
thief opened the purse, took therefrom the 
key asked for, and Fairweather skipped off 
for home very lively. In the neighborhood 
of Twelfth and C streets several very rough 
characters are to be seen both day and night. 
“ They toil not, neither do they spin”—still 
they have plenty of money to buy beer with. 
Suit fob Damages.—In speaking of two 
of our Washington neigbors the Yolo Mail of 
yesterday says : “ Several months ago F. 
Kripp and H. .T. Payne, two Yolo ranchers 
who live below Washington, Lad some trou­ 
ble. Payne, it seems, was a witness against 
Kripp in some civil suit. In Washington a 
few months ago, soon after the trial of the 
civil case, Kripp assaulted Payne, and with 
the butt end of big whip broke Payne’s jaw. 
Last Saturday he was convicted of an as­ 
sault. tbcugh tried for assault to .murder. 
The trial lasted nearly all the week. Sen­ 
tence was deferred to await the result of a 
civil action commenced by Peyne against 
Kripp for §2,000 damages, on account of 
physical injuries. Monday the trial of the 
cause was commenced. Kripp was once a 
barber in Sacramento, and was well known, 
ami therefore quite a number of Sacramen­ 
tarse, including police officials, were in attend­ 
ance, having been subpenaed to testify for or 
acainst the character of Kripp. W. B. Tread­ 
well, of Woodland, and Grove L. JohnBon 
were Kripp’s attorneys, while Ball & Hud­ 
son, cf Wo dland, acted as counsel for plain- 
¿ ‘i. The jury in the case returned a verdict 
. 
r oi defendant. Tbe next case on the 
tr» -alendar is Kripp vs. Payne, to recover 
damages for malicious prosecution.” 
E nd o f a D issipated L ife.—An inquest 
was held last evening at the Coroner’s office 
over the remains of the woman that was 
found dead on the sidewalk early yesterday 
morning at Sixth street. Several witnesses 
who knew tbe deceased in her lifetime testi­ 
fied, and the jury brought in a verdict of 
suicide. She was a native of California, 33 
years of age. and bore the name of Nellie 
Williams. The greater portion of her life 
was spent in this city: for many years she 
bore a good name and was respected. For 
the past few years she kept bad company, 
became addicted to drink and the use of 
opium and morphine. Her death was caused 
by an overdose of the latter administered by 
her own hand. 
D eath from P a raly sis.—R. B. NormaD, 
a native of England and 64 years of age, was 
stricken with paralysis about 9 A. it. Wednes­ 
day and died at 6 a. m. yesterday. Deceased 
was well known in this city, where he has 
resided for many years. He was a Past 
Grand of Capitol Lodge of Odd Fellows, and 
understood the law of that order as well as 
any man in the State, in fact, made it a study 
of his life. He for many years was con­ 
nected with the foundries in this city. He 
was a member of the Congregational Cbnrob, 
a warm friend of Dr. Dwinell, and that 
gentleman has been telegraphed to be present 
and conduct the funeral service. He leaves a 
wife but no children. 
A Yoi'so Tram p.—Last evening, when 
the east-bound overland traiu pulled into the 
depot, .Judge Henry, who was standing on 
the platform, noticed a boy crawling out from 
underneath one of tbe coaches. He Btopped 
the lad, and asked him several questions. He 
said his name was Willie Smith, and that he 
resided at Benicia. He had rode from that 
place to Sacramento on one of the brake 
beams, and bad come to Sacramento in search 
of a brother whom he learned was in this 
city. The boy looks to be about 15 years of 
age, and undoubtedly has commenced the life 
of a tramp.

SHOULD BB DRIVEN FROM THE CITY. 
Just at this time Sacramento is overstocked 
with hoodlum boys and girls. Some of them 
have parentB residing in this city, but most 
of them belong to that migratory class that 
go from one town to another, and make a liv­ 
ing no one can tell how. Their ages range 
from 15 to 20 years, although from the dissi­ 
pated lives they lead maDy of them look 
much older. Upon K and J street-, from 
Front to Fourth, they are to be seen at all 
times of the night, and they frequent the 
lowest dives and groggeries. The young 
men are opium fiends, as a general thing, 
and 
live 
off 
the 
earnings 
cf the 
girls. That this is the case ie evidenced from 
the fact that when they go to the eating- 
houses for their ten-cent meals they are al­ 
ways accompsnied by the girls, and the latter 
invariably foot the bills. The girls fiist take 
np with one fellow, then another, and, al­ 
though they are all white, they are fre­ 
quently seen in company with negroes, In­ 
dians and Mexicans. Not long since a 
mother appealed to the police officers to save 
two of her daughters, who had left a good 
home with all the comforts of life and the priv­ 
ilege of going to cchool, to lead this worse kind 
of a life of shame. One fled the city, the 
other was locked up íd prison. The mother, 
finding Bhe could not do better, allowed her 
daughter to be married in prison to a rascally 
fellow on the promise of both that they 
would lead a different life. A few days after­ 
wards the youDg man left the city, the other 
daughter relumed, aDd now they are known 
as street-walkers. The mother, broken-hearted, 
has caBt them off, and soon they will find 
that level from which they can never be re­ 
claimed. About a year ago a well-known 
eitizens took from the Protestant Orphan 
Asylum a girl about 16 years of age, took 
her into his family, treated her as his own 
child, sent her to school, and was doing all in 
his power to rear her to be an educated and 
refined lady. She was permitted to walk out 
evenings, and as a result she fell iu company 
with several of those well-dressed individuals, 
who accomplished her ruin. All efforts on 
the part of her benefactor to rescue her were 
fruitless, and Bhe to-day is in a bagnio and 
supporting one or more of the gentry referred 
to. Many cases similar to those spoken of 
could be mentioned, and they all are, or ought 
to be, known to the police. It would be 
right that all this class of young men, dis­ 
graces as they are to humanity, be ordered 
out of the city, or else arrested for vagrancy 
and put to work in the chain-gang. 
CHANGES IN RIVER NAVIGATION. 
The San Francisco Bulletin says: Some 
years ago three large, sida-wheel paesenger 
steamers were withdrawn from the Sacra­ 
mento river, and two a iittle smaller were 
withdrawn from the San Joaquin river. One 
reaEon was that the railroads had diverted 
the passenger traffic. Another wa3 that it 
was found that the steamers were too large 
for the river travel, at a time when the river 
had shoaled materially. The Capital, the 
largest passenger steamer which ever went up 
the Sacramento—a steamer of about two 
thousand tons burden—was converted into a 
ferry-boat to ply on the route between San 
Francisco and Oakland. The Ohrysopolis, a 
little Bmaller, but a very fast boat, has been 
converted into the ferry-boat Oakland, and 
has done service on that route tor many 
years. The Yrosemite was sold, and is now 
navigating the waters of Puget Sound. Tbe 
Amador, which was the largest of the San 
Joaquin river boats, was also changed into a 
ferry-boat, and is used on the Oakland ferry. 
The Julia, Bomewhat smaller than the Ama­ 
dor, was also converted into a ferry-boat, and 
now plieB on the ferry cn the Valltjn route. 
In the place of these large side-wheel river 
boats a flset of stern-wheel boats has been 
created which ply on the Sacramento and 
San Joaquin rivers. The largest onep, which 
ply on the Sacramento, are only half the ton­ 
nage of the Capital, yet they carry a thou­ 
sand tons of freight on about half the regis­ 
tered tonnage, or more than the Capital 
could carry with the immense weight ot her 
machinery, and are probably run at half the 
expense. It does not appear that the Sacra- 
mento°river has ceased to be a navigable 
stream when boats ascend and descend that 
river carrying a thousand tons of freight 
The river has not as much water in the chan­ 
nel as it had thirty-three years ago, when 
square rigged veteeld were sailed up to Sac­ 
ramento. But it is still a navigable river, 
and the third in importance on the Pacific 
oast, not takiDg account of the Yukon in 
Alaska. The stern-wheel steamers on tbe 
Sacramento and San Joaquin rivers have 
simply taken the place of the side-wheel 
passenger steamers. But it does not appear 
that the freight capacity of steamers plying 
on theee rivers has been diminished in the 
least.”

Bad Sacramento Girl.—A S3n Fran­ 
cisco exchange says: “ A charge of arson 
was preferred yesterday against Annie 
O’Rourke, about 16 year^ oid, by officer 
Boyd. She is charged with having set fire 
to the building of the Boys’ and Girls’ Aid 
Society, on Clementina street. Annie is the 
daughter of a Sacramento shoemaker, and 
about six months »go she ran away from her 
home and came to this city, where she en­ 
gaged herself as a waiter in a saloon. 
Meanwhile her father had also moved to this 
city, and, discovering his daughter, entreated 
her to return to her home, but as she refused 
to do so he had her sentenced to tbe Industrial 
School. Superintendent Dooley of the Aid So­ 
ciety heard of the case, and was induced to 
Uke the girl on probation, and promised her 
§10 a month to assist the matron of the insti­ 
tution. Annie behaved well until about two 
weeks ago, when the matron became sick aDd 
she was left íd full charge of her duties. A 
girl named Mary Blaney also came to the 
institution on probation from the Industrial 
School at this time, and the two girls deter­ 
mined on committing some mischief. On the 
evening of October 31st they packed their 
clothes, and then taking a lighted candle 
placed it in a half-empty tea-box and tried to 
escape. Mr. Dooley, however, had foreseen 
their attempted evasion, and nailed down the 
window of their room, and so they could not 
get out. The fire was quickly discovered 
and put out before any damage had been 
done. On the 1st instant Superintendent 
Dooley sent Annie to Judge Webb to be re­ 
sentenced to the Industrial School. Her 
father was present and refused to give her 
another trial, and wished her sent to the 
Magdalen Asylum. Although a week haa 
now passed, the girl is still in the city prison. 
Annie says that she originally left home on 
account of the persecutions of her step­ 
mother.

CONDENSED DISPATCHES. 


Flashes of News from all Parts of the 
World. 
Portuguese force* occupy Cordano. 
Lord Lome is suggested for Viceroy of Ireland. 
The press for printing the Nihilist Journal, Pro- 
Utariat, has been recently discovered in Warsaw. 
The last mail advices from Madagascar state the 
Ho vas have secured a large supply of gunpowder 
from America. 
Paddy Ryan telegraphs from Wyoming accepting 
Fox’s offer to back Slade against any heavy-weight 
pugilist for 82,500. 
Latest accounts show that sixty-three miners were 
killed in the explosion in the Moorsfleld colliery, 
Lancashire, England. 
The Imperial Marc Institute at Warsaw has been 
burned, supposed to have been done by Nihilists to 
destroy treasonable documents. 
Signor Bertini has brought suit in New York fo.* 
$50,000 damages against Colonel James H. Mapleson 
for an alleged breach of contract. 
Senator Mahone aBd son were fined $150 at Peters­ 
burg, Va , for drawing pistols at the polls on elec 
tion day. The Court room was crowded. 
At a meeting of Nihilists at St. Petersburg, the 
views of the moderate party prevailed, and the pro­ 
posals of the terrorists, in favor of violence, were 
iejected. 
Governor Butler told a member of his Council 
that he should run for Governor next fall. The 
compliment of 150,000 votes leads him to think he 
might be successful. 
The China note to the Marquis Tseng, it i! said, 
alludes to the proffer of mediation by a friendly 
power, which is supposed to be the United Slates, 
and which was rejected by France. 
The suit in New York of John J. Bradley, to re­ 
strain the Northern Pacific Railroad Company from 
further mortgaging its property, hzs been removed 
from the State to tne Fcderal Court. 
The wedding of Miss Carrie D. Townsend to Frank 
Preston Fremont, youngest son of General Fre­ 
mont, takes plaee in New York next Monday. 
A 
receptiou will follow the ceremony. 
The state of the Cuban treasury is so embarrassed 
that the Council of Ministers has authorized the 
Captain-General of Cuba to borrow $500,000 in gold 
until the home treasury can advance more early in 
January. 
Ihe Cuban refugee Macao, having been last sum­ 
mer sent from Pamplona Citadel to Kstella Jail, 
where his health suffered, the Madrid Government 
has consented to seud him to a fortress iu the couth 
of Spain. 
In the case of Holmes and Bracken, arrested at 
Halifax, N. S., on Baspieion of being engaged in a 
dynamite plot, the Judge held that the accused can 
oniv be hell for a nuisance, and fixed the bail at 
$6,000 each. 
The Missionary Committee of the M. E. Church 
appropriated $28,000 for general missionary work in 
Naples, and $12,000 to purchase real estate there, 
and $24,000 was appropriated for general work in 
8outh America. 
The New York Times says: Since the settlement 
ot the Pacific States to the present time, the total 
number of persons killed during earthquake shocks 
there caunot equal the mortality of the latest cy­ 
clone in Missouri. 
Fred J. Englehardt has arranged to bring the 
champion bicyclists, Prince, Higham, Rollinson and 
Miss ArmaindOjto San Francisco and other places on 
the Pacific coast. They will give exhibitions of fast, 
fancy and endurance riding. 
The latest account of the cyclone at Springfield, 
Mo., raj’s that four more persons died of the effect 
of their injuriec— Mrs. Pennington, Jeff. Edmond­ 
son, William Ilger and the infant son of Johu Cham- 
pent. This makes eleven deaths in all. 
Frank James, the bandit, was taken to Independ­ 
ence, Mo., Wednesday, and was visiteo by a few of 
his friends. 
He retains the same old hope of ulti­ 
mate acquittal. He will be tried at Kansas City on 
the 26th for complicity in the Blue Cut robbery in 
I860. 
The Chief Signal Officer’s annual report says the 
service has been seriously crippled by diminished 
appropriations, and urges Congress to be more lib­ 
eral in the future. He recommends a separate oflica 
on the Pacific coast and decided extension of service 
in that important region. 
The Aid-dc-Camp of Emperor William has gone 
to Madrid with an autograph letter, stating that 
Prin e Frederick William wifi visit Alfonso. The 
Crown Prince will visit Genoa about the 15th iu3t., 
from which port he will be escorted by three Ger­ 
man men-of-war to 8p~in. 
A Toronto special says: General Manager Vpn 
Horne, ot the Canadian Pacific Railroad, who ar­ 
rived here to-day, says there h n been po suspension 
of work on the Rocky mountain section, except 
what han been absolutely necessary. The work could 
not be easily continued through tho mountains in 
winter, owing to snow-slides, but it will be pushed 
in the spring. 
Hallinger’8 store at Lincoln, Pa., was robbed 
Wednesday night. A large posse started iu pursuit 
of the thieves, who were Buzzard and his gang, 
recently* escaped from jail. The thieves Were over­ 
taken at Welch Mountain and a fight followed. John 
Clifford, an escaped prisoner, was captured. Abo 
Buzzard, the leader, was shot seriously. Bard, one 
of the jK>8Ee, was probably shit fatally. The thieves 
escaped.

ITEMS. 


Louis Cohu, the ex Wharfinger charged 
with embezzlement, has been acquitted. 
The Immigration Aee> ciation intend lo­ 
cating twenty settlers in Shasta county dur­ 
ing this week. 
Dollie St. Clair, Ihe youDg girl who at­ 
tempted to blow h-r braino out becau-e re­ 
proved by her fattier, is lying in a critical 
condition, though the phyeiciana report slight 
signs of improvement. 
The City of Tokiosailed for China Wednes­ 
day with the largest passenger list yet re­ 
corded in the case of an outgoing steamer 
from San Kranci-o. Toe Coptic tcok 1,100 
Chinamen ; but the Tokio’* list waa nearly 
100 more. 
Of return certificates alone there 
were 1,015 holders, while there were fully 300 
who tad no return papers; but not all of 
these were allowed to sail. 
The schooner Ounalaska is sti IJ htld at 
Mare Island. This was the vessel which was 
turreDdered to ths Hanger, while the former 
was laden with arms and ammunition for 
Salvador, to aid in one of the many Salva­ 
dorean revolutions. 
The story has been 
previously told. 
The Ounalaska’s Captain 
intended to harbor at Acajatla, but instead 
dropped into La Libertad, and was seized by 
the authorities. 
Thursday evening, in accordance with the 
order of .fudge Finn, Miss Hill, plaintiff in 
the Hill-Sharon case, produced the marriage 
contract only after considerable argument a- d 
a threat of the Court to exclude the con­ 
tract from evidence, if not produced. She 
delivered it into the custody of the Clerk of 
the Court. As soon as SharoD, who was 
present in Court, saw if, he flatly pronounced 
it a forgery. 
This elicited sharp language 
between Sharon and G. W. Tyler, Miss Iiill’s 
counsel. The Clerk cf the Court now holds 
the marriage contract and will have photo­ 
graphic copies of it taken. 
The trial of Joseph Phillip?, charged with 
rape, the last of the three hoodlums who 
brutally assaulted Mrs. Margaret Magner 
last August, was pushed along rapidly Wed- 
nesdoy, and resulted about 1 o’clock in the 
acquittal of the defendant. 
The opening 
argument for the prosecution was begun 
abont half-past 10 o’clock. M. A. Horan, 
for the defense, followed, and the cf.ee was 
submitted to tho ju ry after the charge by 
Judge Toohy at 12:45. A t 1:05 tbev re­ 
turned, the Judge was recalled from lunch 
and the foreman announced their verdict of 
“ Kot guilty.” A burst of applause, mingled 
with some hisses, came from the lobby on the 
announcement of the verdict.

CENTRAL 
RAILROAD. 


The Greeley (Col.) Tribune, in an article 
concerning the proposed railroad known as 
the United States Central Kailroad, has 
the following as to the location of the 
road, and the additional pungent fact be­ 
low given as to the reason why the com­ 
pany incorporated in Colorado instead of 
this State. 
The Tribune says : 
“ The objects and purposes for which 
this company is formed and incorporated 
are to construct and operate a railroad from 
the city of Denver, across the State of 
Colorado, the Territory of Utah and the 
States of Nevad» and California to the city 
of San Francisco, and also branch lines to 
Leadville, Colorado, Milford and the Iron 
Springs, in Utah ; and also to Crystal 
Springs, I’ahrangat valley, near Hyko, in 
the county of Lincoln, Nevada, via Stone’s 
Ferry, on the Colorado river, to a junction 
with the Atlantic and Pacific Railroad in 
tne Territory of Arizona, a distance of 160 
miles ; also from a point on the main line 
near Gilroy, in Santa Clara county, Cali­ 
fornia, to the eastern side of San Francisco 
bay, Alameda county, in California, a dis­ 
tance of SO mites. 
The estimated length 
of the U lc is 1,200 miles, with 500 miles of 
branches. 
“ The companies forming the United 
States Hailway Company, and into which 
they merge, is an old corporation running 
lines under the corporate name of the Cal­ 
ifornia Central and also the San Francisco 
and Ocean Shore Kailroad. 
Great dissatis­ 
faction has been created by the excessive 
taxation imposed by the State of California. 
It has been the rule to take the bonded in- 
debtednessof the concern and the gross earn­ 
ings and make this the taxable basis. 
This 
is unfair, they hold, and in order to remedy 
it they will move their corporation from 
the State and come to Colorado, where the 
laws with reference to corporations are 
more liberal. 
The incorporation, there­ 
fore, will be dissolved in San Francisco, 
aud the road hereafter will be operated 
under the laws of Colorado. 
This change 
will save to the corporation a great deal of 
money, and will bring to Colorado the good 
to be derived from so large a cor]>oration. 
The lines of railroad as traced above have 
already been located over the 
Rocky 
Mountains, and a large portion surveyed.”
